Judge TaCt, president of the commie- 
aion, haa ^^eu encaged for aome time 
In takinc a maaa of Filipino teatlmony 
concerning the tnn.liict and policy oi 
the friars, Uiis being a conlinualioa of 
the investigation which bQi,an with 
the defKMitlons of blahopa and meai- 
bera of the monaatic orders.

The Iciter 
mysteriously hintd that plans are mak- 
ing among the armed men in the field, 
and describee theae as "best* for the 
country." Senor Buencamino declares 
that the Irtter is genuine. 

The military situation was compara- 
tively quiet laat week. The commis- 
sion, the military authorities, the Fili- 
pinos and the foreigners are awaiting 
the result of the presidential election 
in the United States. Many persons 
assert that, whatever this may be, it 
will have no Immediate effect upon the 
armed situation in the Philippines, 
and that disorders and gUWUl* Btticka 
Will continue for a time.
